‘We publish in another column certain 
documents relating to the Chinese Ad- 
dress to Her Majesty the Quoon, toge- 
ther with the Address itself, which it 
will be soon was forwarded to England 
by H. E, the Governor towards the end 
of January last, fully three months after 
the ‘resolutions of the foreign public 
meeting had been sent home, Under 
ordinary circumstances these documenta 
‘need not have been reproduced ; but as 
Mr Hennessy appears to regard them as 
of the greatest. importance, and has had 
every word of them translated and 
printed in the Chinese language, as 6 
Government Notification, we deem them 
worthy of further publicity and of a few 
remarka, : 

It moy atrike mony of our readers a8 
strange that 0 little time has. been lost 
in the acknowledgement of the Address 
in question, while the representations 
made by ‘the foreign community ap 
pear (o repose unmolested in the 
pigeon holes of the Colonial Office, The 
ways of the Home authorities are, how- 
ever, not always comprehensible at & 
distanzej and it may not be difficult 
to’ produce good reason for the delay, 
No excuse whatever can be found for 
not having acknowledged recelpt of the 
foreign resolutions; but there may be 
for not having answered 
them, Indeed, it is well to bear in 
mind: that the Chinese address has only 
been acknowledged, Her Majesty having 
beon “pleased to receive it ver 
.gracioisly “and nothing more, A 
the dust” raised over.this gracious re: 
eoption hus been git up here in Hong. 
kong, and it is not too much to say that 
this turning of the Government. Garetts 
into. the Governor's ‘Trumpeter ds 4

His Excellency 
appears to be highly pleased with the 
verification of the seals ond signatures, 
as well as with the fact that they num- 
ber two thousand two hundred and 
eighteen—-which he understands “is the 
largest number of seals or signatures of 
Chinese shopa or firms that has bean 
appended to any document of the kind 
in this Colony.” Mr Hennessy modestly 
admits that the address is “far more 
flattering to him than. be at all desorves,” 
and thus concludes :-—'‘There is no ape- 
cial reason that I. know of why the 
Chinese subjects of Her Majosty should 
psy xie & compliment, beyond the faot 
that I have always endeavoured to hold 
tho balance evenly betweon the different 
raves and the somewhat conflicting com- 
mercial interests in Hongkong. This 
will, perhaps, be admitted by all parties 
in course ‘of time.” Nothing need be 
paid here of the “special reagong” which 
were advanced at the time why so many 
signatures were obtained by the so-called 
“friends” of the Governmental party 5 
aa the Governor is apparently “igno- 
rant of the manner in which Chinese 
petitions. and memorials are “ engineor- 
ed.” But it would be interesting fo 


‘| know when and how the even balance 


between the different raced was upset, 
ond what was the particular form of 
attack, Native scoundrels and habitual 
criminals were the persons against whom 
the anger of the foreign residents was 
roused, and the security and protection 
of life and property; native as well a8 
foreign, was the only object of the move- 
ment made by ‘the forign community | 
to modify the policy of the Governor, 
As to “the somewhat conflicting com- 
meroial interests in Hongkong” to which 
His Excellency refers, we are at 6 loss 
to discover them, Probably the Cham- 
ber of Commerce know more about them 
than we do, and it is possible that mer- 
cantile men are better versed in puch 
matters than Mr Hennessy, But if is 
an incontestable fact that the Chinese 
are the shrewdesat men of business 
which the world containg, and there- 
fore there ia the less reason for any 
one becoming their champion Io this 
respect, in a British Oolony which is 
a comparatively free port, 

In the Address itself——which is in 
the invariably ‘high flown, flowery and 
adulatory style—thero are one or two 
statements which would have been much 
better left out, and which Mr Hennessy 
would: have done well to have ~sep- 
pressed. Having dilated upon epee 
qualities of His Excollonoy and of his 
adminiatration, the Address goos on to 
say “that the fulness of his virtue was 
tumed into am occasion for calumny ond 
disaffection.” To the . Chineso shop- 
keepers who are unable to comprehend 
an honest expression of opinion on the 
art of a free and independent people, 
this id excusable nonsense; but it is 
something naw when it comes ‘with the 
sanction of 3 “gracious reception,’ at 
the hands of thé Queen, and with the 
air of approval by a.chawpion ‘Governor 
of an oppressed race, To proceed, When 
the “ certain burglary inadvertently 
occurred,” it is alleged, that “ malicious 
talk rose up in bubbles, a public’ meet- 
ing was called, for both Chineso and 
‘Foreigners, but the. Chinese were in- 
sulted, they were not allowed to take 
part in tho discussion, they were without 
provocation hooted, till their assembly 
soattered on thé spot, which they left 
restraining every feeling and. pe tinge re 
évery utterance.” Were this afair des- 
cription of what ocourred, either before or 
at the public meeting of the 7th October, 
there might have bean more reaso : of a 
public nature for the Address now re- 
printed than there js, ~Unfortunately 
Mr Hennessy. was not present at the 
meeting alluded to, otherwise he might 
have judged for himself of the loyalty 
and fairness there displayed. In our 
view, however, the republication of this: 
Address, with ita political innuendoes, 
does not strike us es at all, e-snoccssful 
endeavour: “to. hold the balance evenly. 
between the different races,” si 

Regarding the .compoaition of the 
body of signatories— the whole com- 
munity, one compadt city,” ag they are 
said by themselves to be~-—we shall have 
a word or two to sy hereafter.

ed, therefore, itis natural that we should 
b> exceedingly gratified by the visit pald 
to usby a President of the United States. 
His Excellency General Grant has a grand 
fame that has reiched even to Siam ; that 
has teen known here. for several years.

antiquity, there are few to be compared 
(with him), Looking up to his p‘easant 
countenance, so full of sympathy. (one 
feels) drawn to him. The memorial (ot, his 
fame) ls in the mouth of the pevple in the 
publicstreets, Who is.there that does not 
rejoice (cver him)? -Unexpeotedly, how- 
ever, the fulness of his virtue was turned
